3, Processing of Requests to Remain Employed After Marriage to an Alien 


Mr. Wattles discussed Colonel White's memo of 9 May 1968 to the Deputies 
on this subject, noting that copies of the memo have been sent to Office Heads. It 
was emphasized that papers submitted on a case must be sent to the DCI 120 days 
prior to the proposed date of marriage or otherwise as soon as known. Current 
policy also requires that papers must be sent to the DCI within two weeks of their 
receipt in Headquarters; in order to meet this deadline, papers must be kept moying 
through the chain of command to the Office of Personnel. The Office of Personnel 
is considering requiring field stations to send field checks along with the papers 
in order to speed up security processing, and may propose publication of some sort 
of a notice to remind Agency personnel of the handling requirements for these requests. 
Mr. Coffey commented that the future plan for utilization of an employee must be 
carefully laid out if the career service wishes to retain the employee after marriage.
